Mr. Editor, this review, measuring by 
events, makes your Pilgrim feel that he is 
getting to be quite a patriarch. A boy,

A ROMANCE IN IN REAL LIFE. 
A ‘TRUE STORY. 


Boys and girls do not like to read about 
lawsuits; and yet; every now and then, there 
are stories in them that areas interesting as 
any romance, Let me tell you one—a story 
of to-day. 
The family of Tichborne is one of the 
oldest families in our northern country. Its 
estates lie in the County of Hants, These 
lands have been in the possession of this 
ancient family ever since the Norman Con- 
quest, and long before that time. How long 
agois that? Look in your English history 
and see ; or, if you have none, get it from 
the library and readit. For you ought to 
know the history of England almost as well 
as the history of the United States. 
Up to the year 1620 the chiefs of this fam- 
ily were knights—not noblemen, but of the 
rank between peers and commoners. At 
the death of Queen Elizabeth, Sir John de 
Tichborne, the representative of the house, 
on his own responsibility, proclaimed James 
the Sixth of Scotland the lawful king of 
England, under the title of James the First. 
This bold act greatly pleased King James; 
and as soon as he sat on the English throne 
he created Sir John a baronet and knighted 
his four sons. 
This title descended from generation to 
generation, The last of the Tichbornes 
who bore it was Sir Alfred Doughty, of that 
name. He died a few years ago. He was 
a wild and reckless prodigal. His net in- 
come—that is, his spending-money, after 
paying all expenses—was £75,000 a year. 
You can’t imagine what a great sum of 
money this is. It is quite equal to halfa 
million dollars in currency. Yet, large as 
it was, he spent it all, and got into debt. 
His extravagance was amazing. One of the 
first things that he did, for instance, was to 
order five hundred of the best breech-load- 
ing rifles, for his own private use. He 











the fool and his money are soon parted, 
you know; and this was one of the ways 
in which he squandered his means. Then 
he bought a yacht, which cost him $70,000. 
The Jews loaned him all the money he 
wanted, at a heavy rate of interest, as they 
thought that there was no heir to the estate, 
and they knew that it would sell for more 
than they loaned him. You may have 
heard of the law of primogeniture and en- 
tail in England. By that law, no matter 
how many debts a nobleman may have, 
when he dies, they cannot be collected by 
the sale of his estate, which descends with- 
out mortgage to his heir. But, as Sir Alfred 
had no heirs, his estates were mortgaged, 
and the Jews expected to sell them at his 
death.

But, on last Christmas, an heir landed 
in England.

The chief of the Tichborne family who 
succeeded to the estates in 1853 had two 
sons at the time—Roger Charles (the 
eldest), and Alfred, the prodigal baronet 
of whom I have been speaking. Roger 
Charles was 24 years old and Alfred 14 
when their father became the heir to the 
estates. The old man died in 1862. But, 
some time before his death, Roger Charles 
left England, with the intention of traveling 


Some time before his father’s 
death, the sad news came to England that 
he had been lost at sea off Cape Horn, with 
all the ship’s passengers and crew. He 
was then bound for Australia. Nothing 
was heard from him after this time.

Ovn merchants manufacturers, and 
money-lenders, after another decade of 
practical experience, will doubtless learn 
that Southern business don’t pay. A more 
grasping, unreasonable, intensely selfish 
people never probably existed. Give them 
their own way in everything, and “O how 
generous and chivalrous they are.” They 
want to govern the government, govern on 
the plantation, govern trade, govern every- 
where, and to be governed nowhere. Allow 
‘them unbridled license to do as they please, 
and they are of course a lordly people, the 
very nobility of the whole earth. To ask 
them to restrain their wicked passions, to 
practice justice, to love their neighbors, to 
pay their honest debts, to do as they would 
be done by, is to meddle with other people’s 
receiving which, it sball then be submitted to | business and “provoke a revolution.” 
When the Southern heart was fired with in- 
dignation at the election of President Lin- 
coln, Northern pocket-books were filled 
with Southern paper, Northern safes with 
Southern bonds, Northern ledgers with 
Southern accounts, and Northern hearts 
with palpitation for more, more, more of the 
same sort of valuable assets. Just beforethe 
last link was broken, and the South “ set free 
from Northern dictation,” what did that 
chivalrous people do? They came hither 
in swarms, like the locusts of Egypt, to buy 
“a big stock of goods for the voyage” of 
their iniquity, a complete outfit for the 
revolution. They were not satisfied with 
their existing indebtedness to us of three 
hundred millions of dollars ; so they, just 
to oblige us, bought fifty millions more. 
They went to every Northern city, every 
Northern merchant, every Northern manu- 
facturer, where credit could be obtained, and 
bought all they could get. Philadelphia, 
New York, and Boston, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and St. Louis vied with each other, at that 
particular moment, to demonstrate how 
lovely the trading interests of the North felt 
toward their “poor, persecuted brethren” 
of the South. Yes, our merchants felt that 
if “present difficulties could be bridged 
over” all would indeed be lovely—for ages 
to come, Fernando Wood, mayor, said 
that the South should have all the sinews of 
war they wanted. So he permitted powder 
and muskets to go thither by shiploads, 
with which that dear people made thou- 
sends of our brave Northern boys “ enrich 
their soil.” Gov. Seymour was on hand 
counseling his “friends” with his bitter 
tears to stand by the South in that eventful 
hour. Our merchants and manufacturers 
trembled, politicians grew pale, and all the 
people were scared to silence. The end of

stock for 17 is now selling at about 12. 
Some of the subscribers, it is said, prefer to 
sell out, at a loss, rather than advance more 
money with such gloomy prospects. The 
merchants, however, particularly those in 
the interior, wish the present fight to go on 
“to the bitter end,” even if their stock 
should prove worthless; for what they lose 
in that way will be more than made up in 
the great reduction in freights. Our opinion 
is that the Merchants’ Union will not “ burst 
up” quite as soon as the old companies 
would like to have it. We advise the stock- 
holders in all these institutions to keep 
themselves fully advised of what is going on. 
The old companies represent a capital, in the 
aggregate, of nearly $30,000,000. And it is 
evident, if the present fight goes on, there will 
be smashing somewhere. We confess that 
our sympathies are with the new corpora- 
tion, the Merchants’ Union, and not with 
the confederate monopolists, who, hitherto, 
haye combined to plunder the people by 
enormous charges for freight, for the sake 
of making a fortune on—“ almost nothing 
paid in.” We intend to keep our readers 
fully posted in these matters, and they may
